Ro'S had not beet, mistaken; the judges 
cauie on the following day to llie Buiten- 
liof, and proceeded with m* trial of Cor- 
nelius Van Baerle.

snd the Great Comic have been felicitous 
ly i|'iokd as examples." 

'1 l.e upshot of all ihese rea-onings was, 
atatt his lliglincs.-, tiie Prince Sladlhold. r 
of Holland, wotihl leel inliiiilcly obligi 1 
to the magistracy of the Hague, if they 
simplified tor him the gov eminent of the 
Seven Provinces, by destr.nii.g even the 
last germ of conspiracy against his au- 
thority. 

This argument capped all the others,

In the paoer of Oct, I'J 
we find that the Kagle was "printed and 
published by Lewis Collins." which we 
presume indicates that be was also the 
editor. Mr Collins is better known to 
the present generation of Kentuckians as 
the author of the History of Kentucky- 
bearing his name. The size of the Kigle 
at that time was about one-third what it 
is now, but its contents show that it was 
conducted with great spirit and ability. 
The first page of the number dated Oct 
1!) contains a three-column story, entitled 
"The Straw berry Girl," copied from the 
New York Free Press, and "A Letter | 
from Europe — No. VI," sent back from 
Limerick, Ireland, by the editor of the 
New York Statesman.

"A Literary Asylum,'' which he concludes 
with the statement that "a few mora' 
boarders will be taken." Next, the card 
of two citizens of Potosi, Mo , and one of 
Mavsville, Ky., headed, "Stop the mur- 
derer! ! !" and offering Si il >rj reward for 
the apprehension of William Hill, who 
murdered William M. IYrry near Poto-i, 
on the lTihSep, 1*25. The description of 
Hill winds upas follows: "He is oO years 
old, chews tobacco, is found of gaming 
and drinking, and, in fine, is addicted to 
every vice." Next comes a reward of 
$l« for a runaway negro slave — a boy 
named Aaron— by Alfred Metcalfe, Ac 
The third page is devoted to editcrinl and 
general news. First, the editor informs 
a correspondent that "Spectator" shall 
appear next week. Then comes the inev- 
itable weather paragraph, stating that 
whereas the forepart of October, up to 
the Sunday before, ha I been unusually 
warm, it had since undergone a change 
and was now (on the l'Jth) cold. But 
we have not the space to give a complete 
description of this titty-year old paper. 
But one Kentucky paper is copied from 
or noticed in this old paper, namely, the 
Danville Advocate. 

In the fragment of the old Philadephia 
paper, the tiaineand date of which have 
been torn oil', but which was evidently- 
printed iu September, 1S24, we find the 
"Louisville (Kentucky) Public Adver- 
tiser' quoted Irom as affirming that Lou- 
isville has been healthy this season, and 
that "the inhabitants of the Ohio shores 
generally, have abundant cause to feel 
grateful to the Most High for the good 
health they have enjoyed " This an- 
cient Philadelphia newspaper is filled 
with notices of the tour ol Gen. La- 
Fayetto (then the guest of the United 
Slates) through the Eastern States, the 
ovations he everywhere received, 4a.

tj. Adams, then Secretary of Slate, to the 
Presidency. It also contains a notice ol 
the death of Rev. David Coldwell, in 
flail ileal 1 county. N. C, on the Ma Au- 
gust, l,s24, aged TJ years and 5 months- 
lie having been born in Lancaster, Pa., 
ir. March. 1725. Among the advertise- 
ments we tind tiie names of Drs. Physic 
and Chapman, Thoo. P. (.'ope A" Sons, 
II. C. Carey ,v Lea, E. Liitell, Thomas 
Sully, J. J. Audubon, Titian R. Peele — 
all names well-known to the country, as 
tho.-c of distinguished riilladelphiaus.

Dixon, Ky., Oct 17. 
Editor Herald: — Seeing in the 
last issue of the Herald, that you 
have added to your list a few corres- 
pondents from other portions of the 
State, and that you desired to increase 
the list, I have decided to give you an 
occasional sketch from this part of the 
State. I believe it U a generally con- 
ceded fact that Dixon is one of the 
prettiest aud most healthful places in 
South-western Kentucky. There are 
between five aud six hundred inhabit- 
ants within the corporate limits of the 
town. There :trc eight dry goods stores, 
three groceries, two drug stores, two 
hotels, four blacksmith shops, and odc 
tin shop, the latter is kept by Squire 
Mauzy, formerly of your town. But, 
bast of all, there is not a grogshop in the 
place; consequently, we stand aloof 
from many of those demoralizing influ- 
ences incidental to mast towns. Not 
a drop of whisky can be had at cither 
of the drug stores without first obtain- 
ing a written prescription from some 
practicing physician. The "Local Op- 
tion'' question was submittasai*to a vote 
of the town a year ago la«t August, 
which resulted in its favor. Last 
August the same question was submit- 
ted to the whole precinct, and was 
again successful. There is one thiug, 
however, that docs not reflect much 
credit on the citizens of Dixon, there is 
but one church in the place, though it 
is a very fine building, built by a de- 
nomination, known as Christians. 

Crops in Webster county, especially 
the tobacco crop is finer and heavier 
than they have been during any year of 
the last ten. 

On Friday the 8th inst. I was iu at- 
tendance at the Hopkinsvillc fair. It 
was a prreat day. There were not less 
than 10,000 jwople on the grounds, 
most of whom were from different por- 
tions of Western Kentucky. I don't 
think I ever witnessed as much enthu- 
siasm in all my life, as I saw manifest- 
ed on that day.

Accidental Poisoning. 

Last Tuesday morning, the wife of 
Mr. Amaj Hogcrman, a farmer, who 
resides about six miles above town, 
feeling like she was going to have a 
chill, concluded to stave it off with a 
dose of quinine. On the mantelpiece 
was a paper of white powders she had 
tasted and found bitter, which site sup- 
posed to be quinine, but which turned 
out to be strychnine her husband had 
purchased last spring for the purpose 
of poisoning coons. This she dissolved 
in water and swallowed. Fortunately 
it proved to be an inferior article, its 
deadly qualities having materially 
evaporated from long exposure to the 
air, and it was some five or six min- 
utes before she began to experience the 
peculiar burning sensation of the pois- 
on. It immediately flashed upon the 
members of the family present that she 
had swallowed poison, and a hurried 
examination of the premises verified the 
suspicion. They began at once drench- 
ing her with oil aud n*>w milk, and 
hurried a m jsscnger off to towu for Dr. 
J. I. Miller, who, on his arrival found 
her in convulsions. II* resorted to all 
the usual appliances to relieve her 
stomach of its dangerous guest; aud, 
thanks to the inferiority of the poison 
and the prompt measures taken by the 
family to counteract its effects, he suc- 
ceeded in removing the last vestage 
from her system. She is now as well 
as ever, and will, doubtless be a little 
more careful of what she swallows 
hereafter. People should be careful 
how they leave poison lying around 
loose about their houses, for had the
